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Staff devastated by 
break-in at charity

STAFF and volunteers at a charity 
helping the homeless in Harlow were 
left devastated after thieves ran¬ 
sacked their centre. 

Streets2Homes’ premises at Wych 
Elm were broken into on Thursday. A 
laptop computer was stolen and an 
attempt was made to break into a 
cabinet in an attempt to remove a safe. 

During the break-in the intruders 
also broke a window and damaged a 
door and door frame. 

Operations manager Kerrie Eastman 
was called at 10pm as police attended 
the scene. 

She said: “I’m just devastated, we all 
are. My laptop was stolen, my cabinet 
was smashed, they broke a window, 
the door and the door frame have 
been kicked in and everything was in 
a mess. 

“It’s horrible. My laptop has all my 
work, including the paperwork and 
funding applications we need for 
Streets2Homes. I backed it up two 
weeks ago but I’ve done so much work 
since then. 

“It’s so upsetting; it meant so much 
to me as that laptop was a gift from 
Tesco.” 

The centre was forced to close on 
Friday as staff and volunteers cleaned 
up the mess. Users of the centre were 
able to go to St Paul’s Church instead. 



Mrs Eastman added: “It is heart¬ 
breaking. We are here to help, we do 
not judge anybody. We have a fund 
where we can lend money out so that 
residents do not cause petty crime or 
get in trouble. 

“We help them if they have no gas or 
electric and we use other organisa¬ 


tions if we cannot help. 

“Nobody has the need to do what has 
been done. They could have just asked 
for help and we would have helped.” 

Mrs Eastman, who along with staff, 
was up until 4am giving statements 
and sorting through the damage, said 
the support the charity had received 


from the Harlow community had been 
overwhelming. 

“The kindness we have been shown 
has been fantastic. The guys next door 
- the community payback team - have 
been so lovely and the messages of

The next stage will involve 
forming an official 
committee, giving the 
project a name and taking 
steps towards becoming a 
registered charity.

Mystery of man 
found with head 
injuries on Ml 1 


TWO people arrested following the discov¬ 
ery of a seriously injured man on the Mil 
sliproad at Harlow on Saturday evening 
have been released on bail. 

The victim was found with serious head 
injuries at the start of the northbound exit 
road at the Harlow turn-off of the motor¬ 
way shortly after 6pm. 

The northbound section of the road 
between junctions 6 and 7 was closed while 
emergency services were on the scene. 

The air ambulance was sent to the scene 
but the injured man was taken by land 
ambulance to Princess Alexandra Hosp¬ 
ital in Harlow, where his condition yester¬ 
day (Wednesday) was described as “critical 
but stable”. 

This week police said they were still inves¬ 
tigating the circumstances leading up to 
the discovery of the man. 

A spokeswoman for Essex Police said: “We 
still don’t know whether he was injured as a 
result of an accident or was pushed out of a 
vehicle.”

Two Lithuanian men, one aged 50 and the 
other 41, were arrested at the scene on sus¬ 
picion of attempted murder. 

It is understood they were the driver and 
passenger in a camper van. 

No other vehicle was involved in the inci¬ 
dent. 

The pair have been released on police bail 
until February 2 while investigations con¬ 
tinue. 

The victim had no identification on him 
but police were able to confirm that he 
comes from Lithuania. 

The motorway was closed for six hours, 
trapping about 1,000 vehicles in the tail¬ 
back as police treated the area as a crime 
scene. 

Traffic heading north towards Stansted 
Airport was diverted onto the M25, the A10, 
and the A414 east towards Harlow before 
rejoining the motorway at Harlow.

No conflict of interest over 
visit to Travellers camp 

SIR With regard to the letter in last week’s 
Star headlined “Councillor cannot pick 
and choose which title to use”, Harlow TUC 
is disappointed the alleged Labour Party 
member withheld their name and address. 

We and Cllr Waida Forman are more than 
happy to debate the issue with any member 
of the Labour Party. Perhaps the author of 
the letter should have attended the Essex 
Police and Crime Commissioner’s public 
meeting at Park Inn at which we stated our 
case. 

As to conflict of interest, it is longstanding 
practice in political and trade union circles 
that individuals may hold more than one 
title. In attending certain events it is not 
uncommon to attend in only one capacity. 

With reference to the Passmores site 
protest, Cllr Forman attended in her 
capacity as chair of Harlow TUC for the 
simple reason that Harlow’s Labour 
councillors nor the local party had formally 
discussed and voted upon a particular 
Traveller policy. 

I am aware the Labour group is 
scheduled to formally discuss Travellers at 
its meeting this month. However, Harlow 
Council has decided a number of initiatives 
including adding to Travellers’ difficulties 
by seeking a review of powers to enable the 
swift removal of Travellers from boroughs. 

Harlow TUC views the root cause as being 
decades of refusal of Conservative councils 
- five in Essex - to build Traveller sites. 

Harlow Council is allegedly seeking 
remedies for the root cause by lobbying 
Essex County Council. However, it is right 
and proper for Cllr Forman to make a stand 
on behalf of Travellers as it accords with 
both trade union and Labour Party policy 
and traditions to tackle discrimination in 
society. 

In addition, Cllr Forman is a local branch 
officer of a Labour-affiliated trade union, a 
union branch which affiates to Harlow 
TUC. This means there is absolutely no 
question of a conflict of interest between 
trade union and councillor roles. 

On a national level, the United Kingdom 
has been criticised by both the United 
Nations and European Union for its failure 
to honour its’ commitments under 
international conventions in relation to the 
treatment of Travellers. 

On a local level, one of the most galling 
aspects of the current anti-Traveller 
campaign is for Robert Halfon to cite the 
plight of those on the housing waiting list. 

At the same time he actively promotes the 
sale of council houses, votes for punitive 
reductions in housing benefit, refuses to 
support constraints on private landlords 
and votes for a 50 per cent reduction in 
council budgets over the lifetime of this 
Government. 

Ordinary workers need to realise that 
attacking minorities will not hasten the day 
that they get a decent and affordable home. 
However, Harlow citizens may have a better 
chance if Mr Halfon were to join Cllr 
Forman in signing up to the Trades Union 
Congress’ Peoples Charter campaign for a 
decent home for all.

Council seeking 
law change on 
encampments

HARLOW Council is calling on the Govern¬ 
ment for a change in legislation to help tackle 
the unauthorised traveller encampments. 

The authority has published on its website a 
series of letters it has sent to the Government 
over the ongoing problem with illegal traveller 
encampments. 

In a letter to Housing and Planning Minister 
Brandon Lewis, the council chief executive 
Malcolm Morley wrote: “Councils should be 
empowered to remove illegal encampments 
from any land in the council’s area without fur¬ 
ther recourse to the courts where a court order 
or a section 61 notice has been served in the 
previous 12 months.” 

It continues: “It makes no sense that travellers 
who are served with a notice under section 61 of 
the Criminal Justice and Public Order Act 1994 
because of anti-social behaviour are able to 
simply move on to another site in the same 
area.” 

Section 61 notices can only be used by police 
to remove individuals from land except high¬ 
way land. 

It can be used to remove individuals and their 
vehicles from land if three conditions have been 
met. These are that the unauthorised campers 
have caused damage to the land or property on 
the land, they have used threatening, abusive or 
insulting words or behaviour to the occupier, 
their family, or employee and there are six or 
more vehicles on the land. 

Following a meeting with Mr Lewis in the 
summer, Harlow MP Robert Halfon and council 
representatives called on the Government to 
offer a clearer description of section 61 notices 
and they how can be used. 

“We do not feel the guidance provided by the 
Association of Chief Police Officers is particu¬ 
larly helpful in this regard,” they said in a joint 
statement.

“It is this council’s view that the criteria for the 
use of section 61 be reviewed and its use should 
be mandatory where the criteria are met,” the 
letter adds. 

The council also states that the “balance to be 
struck between the right of travellers and the 
rights of settled communities in which illegal 
encampments are situated should be reviewed”. 

In his reply to Mr Morley’s letter, Mr Lewis said 
section 61 notices and the use of police resourc¬ 
es was a matter for the chief constable. 

He added: “There is already a range of strong 
powers available to local authorities, landown¬ 
ers and the police to deal with unauthorised 
sites.” 

As the time the Star went to press yesterday 
(Wednesday) there were eight unauthorised 
encampments, seven on Harlow Council land 
and one on private land. 

The encampments are at Milwards, Third 
Avenue/Three Horseshoes Road, Woodhill/ 
Southern Way, the field north of Kingsland/ 
Abercrombie Way, the helipad off Second 
Avenue, Howard Way/Second Avenue, Pear Tree 
Mead/Southern Way and Greenway Business 
Park.

‘Predator’ teen 
had sex with a 
14-year-old girl 


A HARLOW man branded a sexual predator 
by a judge has been jailed for three-and-a- 
half years after pleading guilty to two offenc¬ 
es of having sex with a 14-year-old schoolgirl 
he met using social media. 

Jake Lemaire, of Spencers Croft, Harlow, was 
originally charged with raping the girl twice 
in February 2012 when he was 18. 

But shortly before he was due to stand trial 
he admitted the lesser charges and was sen¬ 
tenced for them. 

Samantha Leigh, prosecuting at Chelmsford 
Crown Court, said the pair met through the 
internet and she went to his home in her 
school uniform. 

“They met again after a couple of days and 
he invited her round, explaining his parents 
would not be there and they would have the 
house to themselves,” said Ms Leigh “They 
listened to some music before he took off her 
hoodie and started to remove her jumper and 
all of her clothing before they had sex. 

“Afterwards, he followed her to her nan’s and 
met up with her and a friend of hers. Then all 
three went back to his address. 

“The friend left and the second offence 
occurred.” 

Ms Leigh said DNA evidence linked Lemaire, 
now 20, to the girl. He also had on his mobile 
phone an ‘F-list’ with her name the last on it.

Janette Hayne, representing Lemaire, said 
in mitigation he was “very ashamed” 

She said that at the time of the offences he 
was an immature 18-year-old, adding: “He 
came to contact her due to extreme loneli¬ 
ness, having moved to Harlow from Hodd- 
esdon and struck up this friendship.” 

She added that while he was held on remand 
in prison he was beaten up and placed on the 
isolation wing with other sex offenders. 

Passing sentence, judge Anthony Goldstaub 
told him: “This was a serious pair of offences. 
The essence of the law is to protect young girls 
from sexual predators like yourself and from 
themselves.” 

“You had penetrative sex with the girl when 
she was 14 and you were 18. You knew per¬ 
fectly well she was only 14 and knew it was 
against the law to have relations with her but, 
nevertheless, you did. 

She was upset and frightened by what you 
did.” 

Lemaire also placed him on the sex offend¬ 
ers register for 10 years and imposed a sexual 
offences prevention order and restraining 
order, both to run for for seven years.

Claire said: “From the moment 
those wonderful ladies walked in, 
they became our saviours in two quite 
different ways. 

“These wonderful St Clare nurses 
are professionals and they immedi¬ 
ately went to work making sure 
Rodney was comfortable in his own 
bed and that his medication was cor¬ 
rect. I immediately felt so relieved 
that Rodney was at last having the 
care he needed. 

“Secondly, they were there for me. 
This was really comforting as I hadn’t 
realised how completely exhausted - 
both physically and emotionally - I 


was. Thanks to them I had more time 
and energy, which allowed me to fin¬ 
ish one last thing for Rodney. 

“I desperately wanted him to see his 
‘dream’ in print but with the demand 
of his care I was able to spend less and 
less time on the book. 

“When the St Clare nurses arrived, 
they gave me back some of this pre¬ 
cious time and the strength to carry 
on. It was such a proud and emotional 
moment for us all when Rodney held 
his book for the first time. I’ll never 
forget it.” 

Copies of Rodney’s book, A Reluctant 
Convert, will be available at an open 
day being held at the Hastingwood- 
based hospice from llam-3pm on 
Saturday, with a percentage of the 
sales being donated to St Clare.

Harlow Council chairman Ian 
Beckett, 51, spent most of his 
life battling mental illness. 
Now he wants to help raise 
awareness of depression. To 
mark World Mental Health Day 
he tells GEMMA GARDNER why 
he’s determined to challenge 
the stigma attached to it. 


IAN Beckett is a self-assured and confident 
man, a father-of-one, a local councillor, with a 
successful career. 

But it wasn’t always that way. For years the 
51-year-old suffered from major depression and, 
to cope with his black moods, would often drink. 

The chairman of Harlow Council spent most of 
his twenties and thirties battling his mental 
illness - until he finally got help. 

Today he’s made a full recovery but he’s still 
angry about the stigma attached to depression 
and mental illness. 

He explained that mental illness doesn’t make 
someone a bad person, and it’s not a character 
flaw. 

Ian, of Spencers Croft, Harlow, said: “It’s a big 
deal, but it’s no big deal. It’s something we need 
to shout about. 

“The chances are if you haven’t experienced it, 
you will. It’s something we should talk about - it 
should be no big deal.” 

Depression is more than simply feeling 
unhappy or fed up for a few days. We all go 
through spells of feeling down, but when you’re 
depressed you feel persistently sad for weeks or 
months, rather than just a few days. 

Some people still think that depression is 
trivial and not a genuine health condition. 

Depression is a real illness with real symptoms, 
and it’s not a sign of weakness or something you 
can “snap out of” by “pulling yourself together”. 

Ian was in his teens when he started to feel 
depressed. 

“My own ‘issues’ emerged in my teenage 
years,” he explained. “They went unresolved for 


a number of reasons and returned with a 
vengeance in my late teens and early twenties.” 

Both his father and his uncle suffered severe 
mental health problems after the death of their 
mother, and both, took their own lives. 

Ian, who has three older siblings, explained: “I 
have vague recollections of dad being sectioned 
when I was very young, literally being taken 
away by men in white coats.” 


He first became aware that something was 
wrong when he was at school. “I was having 
‘funny turns’ at school. I would feel faint and 
unwell. I was trying to raise the alarm.” 

Accompanied by his parents, he attended a 
session with a child psychiatrist. At the end of 
the session the family decided he would not to 
go back. 

“I don’t remember much about the first 
session but I remember at the end everyone 
leaving and I told my mum I wasn’t going back. 

“I was on the cusp of getting help, and I do 
look back and resent that.” 

He explained: “More needs to be done to 
empower young people to blow the whistle on 
how they’re feeling and 
parents need help to 
support their child and 
get them to the right 
people.” 

Ian was almost the same 
age as his father when he 
lost him as when his 
father lost his mother. 

“Through my twenties 
my bouts of depression 
were sporadic,” he 
explained. “I took 
antidepressants with a 
degree of reluctance, as if 
that just dragged me 
further down the path my 
father had gone. 

“I was never offered and 
never felt the need for 
therapy. 

“My bouts were typically 
triggered by emotional 
loss - usually the breakdown of relationships 
or over-committing myself and becoming 
overwhelmed by the sense of letting people 
down. 

“Everything I did in my life was about 
helping other people. But I didn’t look after 
myself and then I’d feel bad when I couldn’t 
help others.” 

“By the time I reached my thirties I was 
looking for an escape route. Increasingly this 
route was lined with alcohol. 

“Outwardly an extrovert, privately I was 
increasingly preoccupied with ‘the need to be 
needed’.” 


If Ian felt that anything resembled not being 
needed it would turn itself into a feeling of 
rejection. 

He explained: “I can remember an 
extraordinary sense of relief one summer 
evening when I stood in the garden and said 
“ok, depression, you’ve won again, get on with 
it, do your worst” - there were times when it 
was easier to quit than to fight. 

“The worst sensation is the feeling that it’s 
never ending.” 

In his mid-thirties, newly married, Ian had a 
nervous breakdown and was hospitalised for 
six months. He eventually found himself at the 
door of a psychologist. 

Over the course of 18 
months, initially as an 
inpatient but then as an 
outpatient, Ian started 
on cognitive behaviour 
therapy. 

He explained: “The 
journey I embarked on 
was not a smooth one - 
it was a bit like 
relearning the facts of 
life or having a second 
adolescence with the 
only constant being my 
acne. 

“My mental health has 
not been a bed of roses 
since but nor has it been 
painfully wrapped with 
the thorns I so associate 
with the earlier years.” 

“I wouldn’t have been 
able to speak about it 
and my future if I didn’t have the support of 
family and friends, who have enabled me to 
have a better life. 

“I learned that putting my needs before 
others was not selfish.”

Academy chosen as 
centre for excellence 
for teacher training 

A SCHOOL in Harlow has been chosen by 
the Department of Education to help devel¬ 
op the next generation of outstanding 
teachers. 

Burnt Mill Academy, in First Avenue, has 
been named as one of just a handful of 
‘teaching schools’ across the country. 

The secondary school will join forces with 
Davenant Foundation School at Loughton 
for a three-year programme to encourage 
graduates into the teaching profession. 

Associate headteacher John Baleny said:

IT takes a special kind of person to 
wake up at 3.30am, leave a warm bed 
and travel miles in the wind, snow 
and rain to hunt for a person who 
may never be found. 

But that’s what the volunteers who 
make up the Essex Search and Rescue 
do week in, week out, all over the 
county - and further afield - for no 
pay whatsoever. 

The team can be called to assist 
with searches of open spaces, car 
parks and recreation grounds or in 
the countryside, on open land, fields 
or in wooded areas. 

And they can be scrambled at any 
time of the day or night, whatever 
the weather. 

This highly trained 35-strong team, 
which was established in 2002 and 
who rely solely on the generosity of 
the public and local businesses to 
carry out their vital role, are keen to 
remind people it could be them who 
needs their help next. 

With callouts which could come 
from Harlow to Harwich and from 
Saffron Walden to Southend, the 
team must cover a vast area. And if 
covering the whole of Essex wasn’t 
enough, the team also assist 
colleagues in neighbouring counties 
when they need extra help. 

“The message we want to send out is 
that everyone knows someone who 
may go missing,” said Stephen 
Nicholas, chairman of Essex Search 
and Rescue. “This could be for any 
reason, whether it’s that they are old 
with dementia or they could be 
mentally ill with nowhere to turn and 
at that moment they can call us. 

“I remember a particular search in 
Ingatestone where we managed to 
locate a missing lady. One of the 
family members approached us to 
thank us for the time we had spent 
looking for her.

“To see the relief on their faces, with 
tears in their eyes, it was a great 
feeling.” 

The team go through a rigorous 
training scheme before they can join. 
Their training includes first aid, 
navigation techniques, and radio 
operation, and they continue to train 


two days every month, updating a log 
book, which keeps track of their 
skills. 

Stephen, who retired from a role in 
IT three years ago, chose to get 
involved after reading a leaflet about 
the number of searches that Essex 
Police conduct for missing persons. 


“If someone is despondent or has 
dementia then it can be scary to hear 
that they have gone missing.” he said. 

“We are a very small charity, we 
don’t have the media departments 
and PR that other companies have so 
we do most of that ourselves. We are 
entirely self-funded so that part of the 


job can be hard work.” 

Following his retirement, Stephen 
wanted to spend a little bit more time 
in the outdoors and felt the charity 
was a great opportunity to become 
involved in volunteering. 

He added: “I spent my whole 
working life behind a desk so I 
wanted to do something completely 
different, I was interested in 
volunteering and this sounded 
perfect.” 

The organisation was set up in 2002 
to mirror other branches in Suffolk, 
and works closely with Essex Police, 
even operating out of a specially 
adapted vehicle stationed at the 
police depot in Boreham. 

Their new £9,500 van was recently 
funded by Bradwell power 
station owners Magnox, 
working in partnership with 
the Nuclear 

Decommissioning Authority. 

Chartered surveyor Matt 
Cloke, 42, is a veteran of over 
400 callouts and has been 
involved with the 
organisation for eight years. 

He said: “Our main role is 
to assist Essex Police in 
searching for high-risk 
people. But whoever needs 
to be found we can help, 
regardless of their 
background. 

“After a brief discussion, 
when we arrive at a certain area we 
will establish a search plan and then 
conduct a physical search. 

“It is a lot of commitment but if you 
wanted to give something back and 
make a difference then this would be 
great for you.”

IF you have an accident at 
work or contract a disease 
caused by your job, you may 
be entitled to claim 
industrial injuries benefits. 

You should investigate 
claiming industrial injury 
benefits and personal injury 
compensation if this applies 
to you. 

Self-employed people do 
not qualify for industrial 
injuries benefits unless it is 
clear that they are not 
genuinely self-employed. 

The Department for Work 
and Pensions pays industrial 
injury benefits. Unlike most 
personal injury 
compensation claims, the 
DWP scheme is no-fault. 

To avoid potential loss of 
benefit, claim as soon as you 
think you might be entitled. 
A DWP healthcare 
professional will carry out an 
assessment. 

Industrial Injuries 
Disablement Benefit is the 
main industrial injuries 
benefit. It is paid to those 
who have suffered 
disablement from a loss of 
physical or mental faculty 
caused by an industrial 
accident or prescribed 
industrial disease. 

You may qualify for 
Reduced Earnings Allowance 
if you had an accident or 


started to have a prescribed 
industrial disease before 
October 1, 1990. A successful 
REA claim can be made now 
if you had an accident or 
disease before this date. 

In addition to IIDB and 
REA, the DWP industrial 
injuries scheme includes a 
range of additional 
allowances including 
Constant Attendance 
Allowance and Exceptionally 
Severe Disablement 
Allowance. Retirement 
Allowance is also payable in 
some cases. 

Industrial injuries benefits 
are not taxable or means- 
tested. However, they are 
taken into account when 
calculating means-tested 
benefits. 

Industrial injuries benefit 
claim forms can be obtained 
by contacting the Industrial 
Injuries Disablement Benefit 
Delivery Centre on 0845 758 
5433 or 0345 758 5433. 

Contact Harlow Advice 
Centre for free, confidential, 
independent, specialist 


advice on industrial injuries 
benefits. 

For personal injury 
compensation claims your 
employer normally has to be 
partly at fault. There are 
some exceptions to this rule - 
e.g. deafness - where unions 
and employers have 
negotiated no-fault 
compensation schemes. The 
time limit for filing personal 
injury claims is three years 
from the date of the accident 
or three years from the date 
you became aware that a 
disease or condition was 
caused by your work. 

Some benefits payments are 
deducted from personal 
injury compensation 
payments. It is still worth 
claiming these benefits 
because it can take months, 
or in some cases years, for 
personal injury 
compensation claims to be 
decided.

Great musical 
had audience 
on their feet

TALES of starstruck young 
performers turning up at big city 
nightspots, determined to find fame 
and fortune, are legion within the 
entertainment world. 

As soon as song and dance girl 
Lola Lamar (Jennifer Harding) sets 
foot on the stage, bursting with 
enthusiasm and naivety in equal 
measure, there are no prizes for 
guessing where this story is going - 
or where it is going to end. 

In Barry Manilow's cheery and 
fast-paced musical, the gullible 
but talented youngster is initially 
rebuffed by the Manhattan 
nightclub management, then given 
her chance - only to be drugged, 
kidnapped and flown off to Havana 
(this is pre-revolutionary Cuba) by 
sinister club owner/crime boss Enrico 
Castelli (Ricky Johnson). 

Can she be saved? Of course 
she can! Nightclub favourite Tony 
Starr (former S Club singer Jon 
Lee) dashes to the rescue, winning 
the heart of the lovely Lola and 
guaranteeing the requisite happy 
ending. 

Written by Manilow and his long¬ 
time collaborators Bruce Sussman 
and Jack Feldman, Copacabana has 
not been seen in the UK for 10 years 
and this three-night run at Harlow 
premiered a revised version of the 
original show. 

With a pared-down set and 
the highly accomplished band 
tucked away under an elevated 
walkway, the performers were able 
to command the stage with their 
dazzling costumes and stunning 
dance routines. 

But it was Manilow's songs that 
truly grabbed the attention. Hits 
including Dancin' Fool, Who Needs 
To Dream, Welcome to Havana and, 
of course, the Grammy Award¬ 
winning Copacabana (At The Copa), 
had the audience on their feet and 
dancing in the aisles. 

And the cast worked hard to 
deliver the songs in style with some 
powerful vocal performances. 
Jennifer Harding (Lola) and Sharon 
Sexton (Castelli's discarded mistress 
Conchita) brought warmth and 
passion to their roles while Ricky 
Johnson's rich baritone voice made 
for a suitably sinister Castelli. There 
was humour too, thanks in the 
main to Lucy Garrioch's feisty and 
magnificent cigarette girl, Gladys, 
while Jon Lee made for a charming 
and romantic Tony. 

A great show! I heard the phrase 
"West End standards" mentioned on 
more than one occasion.

That was never going to happen, of 
course, but they had the next best 
thing - some of his best-loved songs.

THE leaves are starting to fall, the lawn 
needs rejuvenating, the flowerbeds could 
do with a tidy-up and overcrowded plants 
can be lifted and divided. 

Autumn is potentially a busy time in the 
garden so it's essential to have the right 
tools for the job to help make the season 
relatively pain-free. 

There are some tools which will make 
your life easier in autumn and if you invest 
in the best now, you will appreciate their 
quality in years to come. Here are some 
essential tools for particular jobs: 

:: Secateurs: There is a wealth of 
secateurs on the market but it's worth 
investing in a good quality pair that will 
last for years if you look after them. 

Felco no 6 secateurs are ideal for small 
hands, with blades made from high quality 
carbon steel while the handles are made 
from forged aluminium alloy (£59.99, 
www.felco.com and Wyevale Garden 
Centres). 

Fiskars award-winning Quantum B100 
bypass secateurs (£65) are also a good 
product, available nationwide in garden 
centres, DIY stores and online. 

:: Rakes: It's important to clear leaves 
from the lawn because they can smother 
and weaken grass roots by reducing their 
oxygen intake. They can also harbour 
pests and diseases which may re-infect 
plants in later years. 

There are many rakes on the market 
but among the best is the Fiskars Garden 
Light Leaf Rake, available in medium 
or large, which has a tough plastic 
head and an ergonomically designed 
lightweight hardened aluminium shaft 
and comfortable soft grip handle. (£29.99 
each, available nationwide at DIY stores, 
garden centres and online). 

If you want mechanical help, try the 
Bosch ALS 2500 garden vacuum to collect 
the leaves from the patio and shred them,, 
- taking full advantage of the machine's

1:10 shredding radio. (£79.99, www. 
bosch-garden.com) 

:: Springtine rakes: These are perfect 
tools for removing thatch and moss from 
the lawn in both autumn and spring 
without damaging existing grass. 

Wolf-Garten's springtine rake (£29.99, 
handles separate) is a good bet from its 
‘multi change' range. A selection of tool 
heads fit every handle. 

Alternatively you can buy electric 
scarifiers which are useful if you have a 
large lawn, or pushable manual versions. 
However, some of them can also rip up the 
grass so be careful which one you choose. 

Which? Gardeningiomti the Al-Ko 
Combi-care 32VLE Comfort Lawn Rake/ 
Scarifier (£169) to be its best buy in tests, 
complete with swapping cylinders, height 
adjustment and collection bag. 

:: Forks: Digging in organic matter 
to enrich your soil is one of the primary 
jobs in autumn so the ground is ready for 
planting in spring - and a good garden fork 


is perfect for this job. 

You'll also need a fork to lift plants which 
you want to move or divide in autumn. 

Buy the best quality one you can as 
so many cheaper versions end up with 
prongs bending or even snapping under 
duress.Among the best is the made-in-UK 
Bulldog classic premier garden fork, which 
has a head made from a single piece of 
steel and an ash shaft and handle and 
comes with a lifetime guarantee (£50.67) 
or the smaller, lighter shrubbery fork 
(£49.74). 

:: Bulb planters: You can use a hand 
trowel and fork to do this job but bulb 
planters lift a core of soil, enabling you 
to plant bulbs quickly and are useful in 
soil that holds together well but is not to 
heavy. 

There are many good ones on the 
market. Instead of having to kneel to do 
the job you can buy them with a long 
handle so you can push the planter in with 
your foot. 

Burgon & Ball's long handled bulb 



planter (£29.95) was selected as 
finalist for RHS Chelsea Garden 
product of the year 2014.

BASED on the bestselling novel by 
James Dashner, this testosterone- 
fuelled survival thriller is cast from 
the same robust mould as The 
Hunger Games and Divergent. 

Like those dystopian nightmares, 
Wes Ball's film centres on naive 
characters teetering on the cusp of 
adulthood and who are forced to 
make stark choices between life and 
death to secure freedom.

All of the protagonists are stripped 
bare of memories including their 
identity, emerging from the darkness 
of a lift shaft into an enclosed green 
space called The Glade as blank 
slates. 

Gargantuan walls enclose The 
Glade and every morning one 
wall parts to reveal a maze which 
'runners' like Minho (Ki Hong Lee) 
map while avoiding hideous denizens 
called Grievers in the vain hope of 
finding an exit. 


The runners must return before 
dusk when the wall closes and the 
maze reconfigures. 

New arrival Thomas (Dylan 
O'Brien) forges friendships with Alby 
(Ami Ameen) - the de facto leader 
who has been in the prison for three 
years - as well as his second-in- 
command Newt (Thomas Brodie- 
Sangster) and runt of the litter 
Chuck (Blake Cooper). However, he 
falls foul of brutish rival Gaily (Will 
Poulter). 

For the opening hour The Maze 
Runner is lean and taut, rattling 
along at breakneck speed. The 
threat of bloodshed hangs in the air 
but it's only when Thomas strays 


into the labyrinth that the film 
unveils a surprisingly nasty streak, 
despatching the good-looking cast 
in a shockingly cold and clinical 
fashion. 

Director Ball doesn't succumb to 
squeamishness or sentimentality and 
death comes quickly and gruesomely 
as the strongest, most noble and 
endearing characters are prime 
fodder for the rampaging Grievers.

Harryman is ranked 
fourth in the UK U17 girls 
for long jump and seventh 
in the high jump. 

Meanwhile, three other 
Harlow school pupils also 
find themselves in the UK 
top 20 in their events in 
their respective age 
groups. 

Mark Hall student 
Canaan Solomon, now 16, 
is tenth in the U17 boys 
800m. His top time was 
lmin 54.2sec. 

He is 18th in the 1500m 
with 4.00:8. 

“These achievements 
are outstanding consider¬ 
ing he has another year in 
this age group,” explained 
West Essex Schools’ team 
manager for cross country 
and track, John Stow, who 
lives in Harlow. 

“Canaan is now looking 
forward to the cross coun¬ 
try season where his main

“I believe Canaan will 
achieve that. On the track 
Canaan hopes to run 
around 3min 52/3 for the 
1500 next summer.”

Both Canaan and Kyesha 
are based at Woodford 
Green AC. 

Herts Phoenix AC ath¬ 
lete Zoe Benton (15), a stu¬ 
dent at Old Harlow’s St 
Nicholas School, is the 
reigning England 

National ISA 

Championships 300m 
and 80m hurdles champi¬ 
on. 


She is 19th in the UK U17 
girls’ 300ms hurdles rank¬ 
ings after clocking 45:6 
this year. 

Zoe also has another 
year in this age group. 

Next summer she hopes 
to compete in the All 
England Schools 

Championships and to 
make the UK U17 girls’ top 
five in the 300m hurdles. 
She also hopes to defend 
her England ISA 300m 
title. 

At Watford, St Mark’s 
student Olivia Corbett 
smashed her 1500m per¬ 
sonal best by 14 seconds, 
running 5.37 for tenth in a 


mixed race. 

Over a four-month peri¬ 
od Olivia has bettered her 
time by a phenomenal 65 
seconds at this distance. 

Her St Mark’s School 
mate Julia Sokol (13), was 
one place behind Olivia, 
running a PB of 5:50. 

Julia has taken 55 sec¬ 
onds off her best time. 

Running is certainly in 
the genes for Olivia, who 
is related to 1995 5000m 
World Champion Sonia 
O’Sullivan. She is hoping 
to run close to 5:00 for the 
1500m and make her 
Essex Schools debut next 
year.
